WHAT IS THE PURPOSE OR MEAN- 
ING OF CRITICISM? 


The Billboard has steadfastly main- 
tained for many years that much of 
the money paid by daily papers to 
writers of theatrical and musical crit- 
icism was thrown away. 

Upon what the precise function of 
criticism may be, hardly any two 
critics will agree, but for all that, we 
think it may be taken for granted that 
critics should at least approach their 
subjects from the standpoint of the 
audience rather than from that of the 
author of a play. We think, further- 
more, that the point of view of the 
auditor is the point of view from which 
such matters as casting, mounting and 
Sslage..management -should- be ~criti- 
cized. 

While this is an assumption of our 
own, it Can be maintained quite safely 
today. Years ago this would not have 
been so easy. Until about 1800 A. D., 
the general idea of what a critic should 
be was that of a sort of a pedagogue, 
whose duty it was to inform both au- 
thor and audience—to teach the form- 
er what was or was not permissible in 
playwriting, and the latter what it 
should or should not take pleasure in. 

Later it became the fashion to hold 
the producer almost jointly respon- 
sible with the author for the produc- 
tion, and the instructiv harangues 
were directed at these worthies on the 
supposition, doubtless, that if anything 
was wrong in histrionic art, it was 
best to correct it at the fountain head. 

Playwrights and managers were 
rogues, who would bear close watch- 
ing—as the once famous literary critic 
puts it, “poets would grow negligent 
if the critics did not keep a close 
watch on their miscarriages.” 

Nor did Rymer’s notion soon die 
out. Dr. Johnson held it, and it was 
part of the stock in trade of Jeffrey 
and his scolding compeers of the early 
great reviews, 

In literary criticism, since Jef- 
frey’s day, however, the hectoring and 
lecturing of authors has gone out of 
fashion, the general opinion nowadays 
being that the author may safely be 
left to his own devices, and that the 
critle should concern himself with the 
literary product mainly, if not wholly, 
from the point of view of the readers. 


Now, if this is the disposition man- 
ifested by literary critics toward au- 
thors and publishers, it ought to be 
the position assumed by theatrical

critics toward playwrights and pro- 
ducers. 

But is it? Well, hardly. Instead of 
constructiv criticism, ours (in Amer- 
ica, at any rate) is largely destructiv. 
Jaded by much play-going, our critics 
concern themselves with the techni- 
calities of the playwriter’s art, with 
fault-finding with the way the play is 
cast or mounted, and with comparisons 
of productions more or less similar, 


productions which took place years 
ago, and nearly always to the advan- 


tage of the latter. ad 
Dramatic criticism has not ad- 
vanced. It has not progressed. It is, 


for the most part, a hundred years 
behind the times. 

Musical criticism is mostly bunk— 
mysteriously mystical bunk. There 
is nothing criptic or hard to un- 
derstand in the music ot the classical 


or the co-called modern masters. It 
does not need interpretation or 
columns of elucidation and explana- 
tion. All that is necessary is to hear 
it frequently. If one hears it often 
enuf, appreciation and enjoyment fol- 
low naturally. Nine-tenths of the 
higher musical criticism printed by 
our dailies is high-falutin humbug. 


INDIANS PROTEST AGAINST 
MESCALERO PARK. 


A letter has been sent out thru the 
Indian Rights’ Association in behalf 
of the Apache Indians of New Mexico, 
protesting against the establishment 
of the Mescalero National Park, as 
proposed. A bill providing for the es- 
tablishment of the Mescalero Nationab 
Park was presented to Congress, May 
3, 1912, by Mr. Curry, a representativ 
from New Mexico, which provides for 
the setting aside of certain portions of 
the reservation for the use of the In- 
dians. The bill will, in all probability, 
be taken up at the next session of 
Congress. 

The Mescalero Indian Reservation 
is an executiv order reservation, set 
aside about forty years ago by the 
President of the United States, and 
comprises about 470,000 acres, most 
of which is forest land, and some 
arable land along the streams, which 
is used by the Indians at the present 
time. The proposed bill provides for 
the establishment of a park in all of 
the territory now included in the reser- 
vation. It is against the bill the In- 
dians direct their protest. 

The timber on the land is worth, 
according to reputable authorities, 
about $3,500,000, and the bill will, if 
passed, virtually cut off the rightful 
owners of this amount with absolutely 
no reimbursement. It is true that 
grazing privileges are given the In- 
dians, but it is altogether possible that 
even that may, at some future time, 
be taken away from them. The bill 
makes absolutely no provision for the 
cutting of timber by the Indians, or 
the killing of game, which provides 
their chief source of subsistence, and 
it is very probable that the Indians 
would be denied both of these priv- 
ileges. ; 

Therefore, in view of the foregoing 
facts, the Indians have sent out the 
letter of protest, with the request that 
it be given as wide publicity as pos- 
sible for the purpose of arousing pub- 
He disapproval of the proposed legis— 
lation.

Rochester, N. Y., Feb. 7 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—The Bridal Path, a vew eomedy by 
Thomas buchanan, was given its first perform- 
ance at the Shubert Theater last night. The 
play is an exposit.on of modern problems of mar- 
ried life, of eugenics and of the trend of moa- 
ern thought toward the feminin dominion. In 
plot it is common-place; its situations are some- 
times hackneyed and its denoument is late in 
coming and indecisiv when it arrives. The lines 
are clever, but much of their effectivness depends 
upon the blunt frankness of the language In 
which they are couched. The play goes a bit 
farther than some think necessary into the in- 
timate affairs of the bridal eve, but escapes al- 
ways from being offensiv by just a _ hbair’s 
breadth. ‘To the prudish it may be shocking to 
discuss the rearing of children even before the 
wedding vows, but Mr. Buchanan has chosen to 
treat the subject blunty and in the face of such 
a decision, perbaps there is no need of beating 
about the bush. 

The entire play is well built and Mr. Bucha- 
nan has used well all the technical tricks of 
stagecraft. His treatment of the problem, old 
as the fall of Adam, of the comparativ need 
of chaste virtue in man and woman has been 
used before, witness As A Man Thinks, but is 
given a new fase. There is great beauty in the 
settings and the play is invested witb every 
adjunct to a metropolitan success, which un- 
doubtedly it will be. 

The cast is excellent. Ann Murdock, as 
Natalie, creates a charming character and dis- 
plays a whole bag full of theatrical tricks. 
novert Warwick is good and Luclle Watson does 
well in her villainess role.

GIRL ASPHYXIATED 


Hazel Proctor, Pretty Chorister With Al. Reeves’ Show 


Meets Untimely Death, Due to Escape of Gas in 


Her Room at Mrs. Woods’ Hotel—Western 
Wheel May Try Grand Rapids 


Brookiyn, N. Y., Feb. 7 (Special to The Bill- 
tragedy which has set the whole 
burlesque world talking, occurred bere this week 
when a chorus girl with the Al. Keeves Show 
met with a pitiful end thru asphyxiation, 
brought about by an escape of gas in her room 
at the Wood's theatrical boarding house on 
Lawrence Street, this city, at an early hour on 
Sunday morning. The poor girl, whose name on 
the program of the Reeves’ show was given as 
Hazel Proctor, but whose right name was Bella 
Walsh, was seen at a notorious Brooklyn chorus 
girl's resort at a late hour on Sunday night, 
and is said to have reached her boarding house 
at an early hour on Sunday morning, when she 
retired to her room. @ailing to put in appear- 
ance for the wardrobe call at the Gayety Thea- 
ter, Williamsburgh, where the Reeves’ show 
opened the week on Monday, some of her dress- 
ing room mates became alarmed, and when the 
troupe arrived at the theater for the matinee, 
she was still absent. It was later announced 
that the girl had been found in her room in an 
unconscious condition at about 9 a. m. that morn 
ing, and had been taken to the Brooklyn hospital 
where restorativs were administered, and every 
effort made to stimulate the circulation, but to 
no avail. Altho yet alive, the heart's action 
gradually slackened, the death ending all at 8 
Pp. m. on Monday evening. The body was re- 
moved to the home of the girl's parents at 
Newark, from which place it was buried in a 
local cemetery this morning at 10:30. The 
funeral was attended by a number of the people 


from the Reeves’ show, the majority of whom 
were chorus girls and the friends of the de- 
ceased girl. 


Miss Proctor, who was only nineteen years of 
age, was in her second year in the theatrica! 
business, and was one of the most beloved mem- 
bers of the Reeves’ show. She wss pretty, good 


matured and ever lively, and her’ untimely end 
is deplored by all who knew her. A sad co- 
incidence and one that gives some cause for 


reflection, is the fact that there have been other 


cases of suffocation by gas at the boarding 
house where Miss Proctor met her fate, three 
men having been suffocated there by gas some 
time last winter. No blame, however, is at 
tacht to the proprietors of the place, as the 
occurences in all cases have been purely acct- 
dental.

THE TRIUMPH OF AN IDEA 
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There are two sides to Song Service, not an affirmativ and a negativ, 
but a two-sided affirmativ—the publisher and the performer. 


It came as a surprise to both. No amusement weekly ever offered 
to assist performers in securing just the kind of songs required, because 


the risk was too great—and too apparent. If performers failed to 


respond, the pulling-power-claim of the magazine would be lost for- 
ever. For, what claim of pulling-power could a paper, unable to com- 
mand replies to its own free notices, advance? 


Besides, publishers might desert the advertising columns of a 
weekly that would offer editorial advertisements—for nothing.

The map of the world, by virtue of the magic wand of Song 
Service, has become a pulsating surface of “boosts” for the music 
publisher, material for the performer. No spot is too far away to resist 
the spell of its enchantment.

Jack Perry heads the casts of 
merry-makers and in spite of his excellent 
work, it is only fair to say, that he has gut 
nothing on Frank Dobson, whose work all thru 
the show is of the most original character and 
who does much to help get the laughs. Perry, 
who is an old favorite on the Western Wheel, 
and whose clever Irish impersonations have made 
him universally popular, is as good as ever 
and, with the thoroly competent cast of sup- 
porting principals, his work is made easier, the 
show starting off with a dash which gradually 
works up to a pleasing speed which never 
siackens until the final curtain. 

Clara Raymond, in the leading feminine role 
does some corking good work and is an ideal 
burlesque woman wherever placed. Lillian Perry 
end Ethel Hall, in soubrette roles, make & 
good showing and open the olic with a satis- 
fying sister act of the everyday variety, and 
lead several numbers in a pleasing manner. 
George Payne, who does some clever work In 
the burlesque and who is one of a clever team 
of comedy acrobats, is worthy of mention as are 
Charles Kelo, Jack Rose and George Clifford, all 
of whom handle their respectiv parts and bits 
in a satisfactory manner. The opening bur-

FOX LOSES 
PATENTS CO. SUIT 


Supreme Court Decides That Greater New York Film 
Exchange Cannot Compel Motion Picture Patents 
Company To Supply It With Films—Com- 
plete Victory For Defendants 


New York, Feb. 6 (Special to The Billboard). | of this action—a distribution of motion picture 


—The long standing suit of William Fox, owner 
of the Greatir New York Film Exchange of New 


York City, against the Motion Picture Patents | 


owmpany and the individuals composing it, was 
brougut to an abrupt 
handed down by Justice McCall denying Fox a 
motivn for ap injunction to further gecure films 
from the Patents Company. 

Fox’s attoriceys askt tor the privilege of in 
treducing Dew evidence and practically enter 
ing a new suit. Justice McCall summarizes the 
entire situation when he states that there was 
an uuderlyiug intiimity in the cause of action 
by reason of the revocable character of the li- 
cense given the plaintiff, without which license 
he hag no rights to assert as the complaint is 
framed. The Patents Company wins a complete 
victory in the case. 

Following is Justice McCall's decision in full: 

“Greater New York Film Rental Co.vs. Mo- 
tion Picture Patents Co. et. al.—Tbe determina 
tion of the motion for an injunction ‘‘pendente 
lite’’ adversely to the piaintiff, with aftirmance 
upon appeal, is fatal to the plaintiff's case as 
presented by the motions for judgment on the 
pleadings. The opinion of Justice Bijur, which 
I follow as indicating the law of the case, pro- 
ceeds upon the discussion of an underlying 
infirmity in the cause of action by reason of the 
revocable character of the license given to the 
plaintif?, without which license be has no 
rights to assert as the complaint is framed. He 
cannot have a decree for a new or reformed 
agreement for a license, since as pointed out in 
the opinion the collateral orai understanding 
had with respect to the written agreement cvould 
not alter what was exprest as a complete con- 
tract with full knowledge of what it contained 
and accomplisht, and every ground which is 
suggest: d upon the present argument as support- 
ing a cause of action In equity was involved in 
the decision exprest. The proposed amended 
complaint, as I read it, does not make a better 
case. Nothing is alleged which could support 
reformation of the license agreement, for there 
Was no mutual mistake in its execution nor even 
a unilateral mistake. The contract was made as 
intended and as understood, and at best the 
plaintiff relies upon a promise by the licensor 
not to enforce its accepted and undoubtful legal 
rights. Specific performance of that promise is 
not open to the plaintiff, as ruled upon the mo- 
tion for an injunction, and whatever the resuit 
of the issue sought to be tendered as to the al 
leged conspiracy out of which the licensor ob- 
tains its control of the patents or rights in 
question, no relief to the plaintiff can follow 
without the giving of a license to which it has 
no right and which the court cannot, directiy 
or indirectly, compel any person to extend. 
Upon the general subject of an alleged conspi 
racy the case presents features common to those 
existing In Majestic Motion Picture Co. vs. Mo- 
tion Pictare & Sales Co. (Law Journal, October 
19, 1912), wherein it was said by Justice 
Rischoff: ‘The plaintiff, engaged in the manu- 
facture of moving picture films, seeks rellef 
against the result of an agreement between the 
defendants whereby the sale of its product in 
the market enjoyed for the defendant Moving 
Picture Distributing & Sales Co. is restricted. 
The theory of the action is that the agrecment 
in question is unlawful as tending to restrain 
trade. From the allegations it appears that this 
defendant corporation has built up a trade of 
distributing motion picture films in the interests 
of firms affiliated with it. and has refused to 
the plaintiff the use of its channels of distri- 
bution, except at a rate of parment excessiv of 
the charge made to its affiliated firms for the 
same _ service. In other words, the plaintiff 
asserts the right to compel those concerned in 4 
private lawfnl enterprise to receive it as an 
associate and give it the benefit of a trade 
built up thru efforts which it has not seen fit 
to make for its own independent benefit. In 
matters closely tonching the public Interest a 
monoply of trade to the exclusion of one whose 
service might further the public good may be 
regulated or restrained, but the subject matter

NEFF AND THE CENSOR BOARD BILL. 


National President M. A. Neff, of the Motion 
Picture Exhibitors’ League, is putting forth 
great efforts in the interests of the State Censor 
Board Bill, which was approved by the Ohlo 
Motion Pictures Exhibitors’ League, at the re- 
cent convention held at Columbus, and which will 
be placed before the Ohio Legislature at the 
present session. 

This bill, which is expected to serve a8 a 
model for other states, was drawn up by the 
league’s attorney, under the direction of Presi- 
dent Neff. and contains features which the lat- 
ter’s many years of experience In the motion 
picture business and as head of the organization, 
convince him as being essential to the future 
welfare of the motion picture business, 

“State censorship,’’ sald President Neff, ‘‘is 
the only solution of the eensorship problem. 
Censor boards, will, of course, be necessary 
in the more important states, and representative 
from them can act as a national board, and the 
smaller states, not wishing to create a board 
of this kind, could accept the censorship of this 
board. Under the present conditions, the Na- 
tional Board of Censors has no legal standing, 
and chiefly on this account has not been the suc- 
cess anticipated. Then again. there is a ten- 
dency, in almost every municipality, to create 
local boards, which would create a most im- 
possible condition of affairs.’ President Neff 
believes that the legal standing that state censor 
boards would have would inspire the confidence 
of the public, and that with the stamp of ap- 
proval ef such boards upon films, the publie 
would feel that there was absolutely no chance 
of any films being shown that would in any

The author of La Douloureuse, Lysistrata and 


other plays of that sort is at it again. This 
time M. Maurice Donnay calls bis play, Les 
Eclaireuses. 


The play will have its premiere this week, 
but as the author is one of the most reticent la 
the trade, the story told by the unwinding of 
the plot is known only in a general way. The 
rumor went the rounds that M. Donnay bad writ- 
ten a ‘‘votes for women’’ piece, or a ‘‘woman’s 
rights’’ play ‘‘with a mission,”’ but this tale 
the playwr.ght downed with an emfatic: “Not 
ou your life!’ 

The rumor probably took wing from the fact 
that the name might mean, thru a liberal t 
teipretation, The Girl Scouts. It means literaP 
ly, Female Scouts, and the half-way activ im- 
agination had net very far to go to deduct, from 
such a title as this, a rip-roaring suffragette- 
eucourager—or discourager, accoiding to the way 
M. Donnay feels about the subject. 

As a matter of faet. altho M. Donnay dis 
avows aby intent to commit a feminist comedy, 
the play, by his own admission, will deal in a 
way with at least a certain fase of the suffra 
gist movement. 

“Certainly,’’ he remarkt to an {ndiscreet ta- 
terviewer, ‘‘my play in a way bears upon the 
subject, but in a manner absolutely special. 1 
got the idea for Les Eclaireuseg because of the 
widespread feminism hag taken. Books, news- 
papers, magazines, drawing-room conversatien, 
pamflets, everywhere, one secs and hears evi- 
dences of the movement. I seized certain of 
these ideas, reworkt them, deepened them and 
broadened them to suit my purpose, and in the 
end had Les Eclaireuses.’’ 4 

“Then your piece does deal more or less di- 
rectly with the question,’” was suggested by 
way of a challenge, 


“Perhaps,’’ M. Donnay replied somewhat hes* 
tatingly. ‘‘But the treatment might be termed 
‘special.’ That is, the plot centers about «a 


sentimental confilet which unfuils itself in fem 
inist surroundings. But ag for that matter th 
same woman’s movement has always existed | 
some form or other. Take my own Lysistrata; 
was that not also a ‘feminist’ play? Did th 
not depict a- strong anti-military movemen 
among the wemen?’’ 

We go thus far into the motivs and develop- 
ment of the new Donnay piece because a play 
by him is always more or less of an event here, 
and next week we may be called upon to re- 
cite the adventures of the novelty upon the first- 
night of its public career. 

The comedy wiil be brought out by the new 
management of the Comedie-Marigny, an old 
theater with a new name and a new destiny. 
The Mariguy—or Folles-Marigny, as it was wont 
to be called—henceforward is to be a “‘legit'’ 
house in winter, as well as a revue house in 
summer—which bit of news we imparted to The 
Rillboard readers some months ago.

Another scene is the coronation of the em 
peror and of Josephine at Notre Dame, Paris. 
The opera ends with the death of Napoleon at 
St. Helena. 

The libretto is by Henri Cain and M. Payen, 
the music by M. Nougues. The music Is evi- 
dently inspired by revolutionary songs and 
hymns of the Marseillaise variety and bas not 
been very loudly praised.

The 
public was very curious. After the first act, 
when the curtain began to descend, the audi- 
terium burst into loud applause.

Waving his arms 
the air he shouted: ‘Don’t applaud! Don't 
applaud; wait until the end of the performance 
and I will furnish you with an opportunity y 
show your appreciation to the artists.’ 

Then the grizzled figure retired into the gloom 
of the box. 

Fut there was no further applause. After the 
final eurtain nobody stirred. The audience re- 
membered Wagner's promise and sat awaiting 
the “opportunity.”" Without a sign of impa- 
tience the great crowd sat for nearly twenty 
minutes when, without warning. the curtains 
verted in the middle. disclosing upon the stage 
the complete company of artists, ee 
stave hands, electricians and all. They were 
their street clothes and the stage wag devold 6f 
anv vestige of scenery or property. ‘ 

Then Wagner appeared again, this time on the 


stage wearing his well-known yellow overcoat, 
his silk hat In hand. His baek was to the audi- 
ence In emfatic terms he thankt everybody 


for his or her share in the perfermance and con- 
¢cratulated them upon thelr combined excellence. 
Then his back still to the anditorinm, he disap- 
peared off stage. For him the brilliant audience

SECRETARY WILSON ADVOCATES FAIRS. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 6 
Billboard).—In order to revive interest in the 
old-time agricultural fairs, the Department of 
Agriculture on January 31 issued a_ bulletin 
treating of the benefits to be derived from such 
gatherings. The report is of historic interest 
for it tells of the beginning of such ‘‘fairs’’ 
when the country was young and when they 
Were not only an advantage to agriculture. but 
were the excuse for social gatherings as well. 

“What was primarily a market fair,’’ 
the report, ‘‘was held in Oct. 1804, on the 
on the south side of the Tiber, extending from 
the bridge at the Center market to the Potomac, 
in Washington, D. C. The city government ap 
propriated $50 toward the fund for premium» 
and residents subscribed an equal sum. This 
amount was awarded to the best lamb, sheen 
steer, milch cow, jack, oxen and horse actually 
sold.’’

The report further declares that the first real 


agricultural fair was held by the Columblan 
Agricutural Society in Georgetown, D. C.. In 
1800 According to the newspapers of that 


Gay ‘‘it was attended by a numerous assemblac:

of State, the Secretary of the Treasury. the 
Secretary of War. the comptroller, the register 
etc... and many other ladies and gentlemen of 
Tespectability.”’

BAILEY'S DEATH ENDED HUGE PROJECT. 


New York, Feb. 7 (Special to The Billboard). 
—That James A. Bailey, deceast master genius 
of the cirenus world, wonld has consummat«d a 
moving Coney Island, greater and grander than 
any project ever attempted in 
the ring, had death delayed its wisit for a sin- 
gie season, is the latest, sensational revelation 
in the peculiar family mix-up resulting from 

re. Anna I, 
Mrs. Bailey's will set aside legally. 

According to an affidavit filed by Joseph T. 
McCaddon, principal defendant tn the action, 


as well as chief beneficiary under Mrs. Bailey's 


will, at the second court session, Monday morn- 
ing, February 3, In the Supreme Court of White 
Plains, Mr. Bailey disclosed his tntention of 
assembling a gicantic carnival, ‘‘a moving Coney 
Isiand,"’ to be carried thru the United States 
and Europe, in two trains of forty cars each. 
McCaddon claims Mr. Balley took him into his 
confidence late in 1905, explaining the details 
of the titanic proposition, after McCaddon had 


become estranged in his relations with the 
cireus king, because of his (McCaddon's) re- 
fusal to accept the management of and one- 


fourth interest in the Forepaugh-Sells shows. 
This refusal was due to Mcvaddon’s prospectiy 
trip abroad with his own organization. The 
results of the trip were not satisfactory, and 
McCaddon entered into Mr. Bailey's plans with 
zest, expecting to launch the moving carnival 
in the spring of 1907. But the untimely death 
of Mr. Bailey, in April, 1906, led wo the aban- 
donment of the plans already well under way. 

McCaddon believes Mr. Baltfey got the idea 
of organizing the gigantic carnival from close 
observation of amusement conditions tn France 
and England. However, his plans were so gigan- 
tie and involved, that it would have been sheer 
folly to execute them after his death. For his 


guiding hand, so often employed in making the 


Improbable seem plausible, 
to the success of the project. 

Other revelations, as startiing as McCaddon's, 
are anticipated by followers of the circus game, 
who are watching the developments of the trial 
with great interest. For Cotone: William F. 
Cady (Buffalo Bill), and many other men prom! 
nent in the circus and carnival fields will offer 
testimony at the trial, tending to show the 
exact relations between Mr. Bailey, his widow, 
the McCaddons and Mrs. Hutchinson. Perhaps
